the tax on owners of popular-priced 
cars was not raised. To adJ one 
cent now to the gas tax would in- 
crease the tax on the average owner 
of the popular priced car $2.89. 

“The motorists are willing to pay 
two cents- gas tax for the mainten- 
ance of state and county highways 
and reconstruction. I feel I should 
protest against increased taxes un- 
less it should appear they are over- 
whelmingly in favor of such increase. 
The motorists are divided. The two 
automobile clubs are divided in op- 
inion. The State Club representing 
state from Tulare county north 
has 51,000 members and favors the 
increase. The Southern Olub repre- 
senting the state from Tulare south 
with 107,900 members is opposed to 
the increase. The vote in the legis- 
lature showed the the members for 
the increased tax represented 700,000 
registered voters and those opposed 
represented 1,000,000 voters. 

NO POPULAR DEMAND. 

“Having been elected on an economy 
platform I cannot increase taxes in 
any way except upon apparent popul- 
ar demand representing a strong ma- 
jority. 

“There will be sufficient money for 
maintenance and reconstruction, and 
state highway work will %o ahead 
with rapid strides with the present 
two cent rate. The mountain coun- 
ties would gain nothing from. the 
one cent tax as the roads there will 
be taken care of with the mainten- 
ance money. Assembly Bill 589 
which I signed means better roads 
at smalf expense for maintenance 
and will be for reaching in its effect 
on future highway construction. This 
bill will make it possible to main- 
tain roads in the mountain districts 
which after a few years work will 
become splendid highways. 

“The propagandists favoring the in- 
creased gas tax have spread many 
false and misleading statements and 
have tried to lead the public to be- 
lieve that all highway work will stop, 
if this bill is not signed. Such is 
not the case. The budget — sub- 
mitted by me to the legislature and 
approved by it by unanimous vote con- 
tained the great total of $28, 
for highway work. Besides this 
amount $4,900,000 has been made 
available by the federal] government 
for highway construction since” the 
adjournment of the legislature. The 
public can be assured that highway 
work will go ahead under the in- 
telligent and skillful management of 
State Highway Engineer Morton and 
his able staff, free from any inter- 
ference from legislative bungling. 
REFERENDUM OBVIATED. 

“The bill cannot be submitted to 
referendum as it is a tax measure. 
If a proposition should be submitted 
to the people it is hoped it will be 
a plain measure understandable by 
all and free from objectionable riders. 
I welcome the opinion of the people 
upon this subject.
